Dewn the Potomac and up the Jamee—Incl- 
dents of the Cressing of the Army—The 
Paraphernalis of War.

Jamas Rivan, Friday, June WN, 1864. 
‘We left Washington: yesterday morning on the 
steamer Highlend Light, passed rapidly down the 
Potomac, reached Fortress Monroe this morning at 
day dawn, passed swiftly up the James, whose banks 
are now riphly clad in. Summer green, and atti 
o’clocK reached 8 point some forty miles above the

|_-Fortress. Here we suddenly came in view of a pon- 


teon bridge, some..half a mile tn length, dad black 


with moving maseea, A great fleet of steamera;' 
transperts, monitors and craftof all descriptions aad 
colors crowd the river, beth above and below the 
bridge.of boats.

As we approach close. te the pontoon bridge and 
our steamer halts, we see distinctly the huge bodies

The great body of ie army én the 
right bank, andthe lesser portion.on the left, are 
cooking their midday meal, or taking a brief respite 
from the march, under the shade of the trees. Large 
numbers of the soidiers on the boats and on the beaks 
have stripped themselves to the buff, and are swim- 
ming and diving and playing about joyfully in the 
turbid waters of the James. Turbid is the water, bat 
it is deticlously refreshing, as you can see, to these 
dusty - travelers, and a plunge iato it seems to 
strengthen and rejuvenate them. 

Now another body can be seen emerging from the 
woods on the riyer bank, and passing om to the pen- 
toons—a-long procession of beef catile. They are in 
little detachments ef four, five or half a dozen each ; 
every detachment -preceded aad followed by two or 
more negro soldiers. Meridian is an hour gone, and 
ebout a mile up the Tiver a heavy volume of dust is 
sweeping southward.. Forward marches the long, 
long line of cattle. All afternoon they advaace and 
pour over the river. The movements of great bodies 
(some great bodies) are slow, and I am told that in 
this whole mass there are but 2,500 head, or some six 
days’ supply for the Army of the Potomac, 

Our boat was detained till evening below the pon- 
toon bridge, but toward dusk [succeeded in changing 
quarters to 8 steamer on the upper side of the bridge. 
Here we for some time laid alongside of another 
boat, crowded with rebel prisoners, who had been 
captured In tne, vicinity of Petersburgh, Rebel 
prisoners have. been cescribed . and. photo- 
graphed often enough. These were ‘certainly, 
to use a Western phrase, a ‘very or’nary” look- 
ing set of white men. In costume they had the 
appearance of a great crowd of European beggars. 
They had no uniformity whatever of uniform, though 
the general appearance of almost everything was a 
sort of dirty, dusty gray. They were of all ages ana 
sizes, many of them being boys of fifteen, others 
men of filty; but the majority of them were yet ip 
the prime of life. ‘I confess it is dificult for me te 
fix euch bodies of mep as these in the organism of 
the South as it existed previous to the war. In other 
years I have irayeled and resided ip neerly all the 
States of the South—in the States east of the Mis- 
sissinp! and west of it.
